VV. E. Bishop appealed from the decision of the P. E. to the Bishop. 

ANSWER. 

Technically, the Presiding Elder’s decision in this case cannot be sustained 
in my judgment. The language of the Discipline is explicit, and can have but 
one meaning. • A preacher who has charge of a circuit, station or mission, in 
the abseuce of the Presidieg Elder or Bishop, controls the appointment of al 
services to be held in the churches of his charge. Tb*s is his duty as well as 
his right. But this does not mean or imply that a preacher in charge of a 
circuit, station or miss'on, should not give due attention and respect to sug- 
gestion or advice of the trustees or other officers of his charge. Nor does it 
imply that in case any preacher in charge of a circuit, station or mission, 
should abuse the authority thus given him to the injury of the Church and the 
cause of Christ by having improper persons to conduct services in the church- 
es in his charge, he may not have complaints lodged against him and bedealt 
witlTby the Annual Conference, or other body, to which he is amenable.

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Report No. 1. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren. 

We your Board recommend that in order to the carrying out of the pro- 
vision of the Discipline — U 409. 

1. An Annual Conference Secretary cf Education be appointed, whose 
duty it shall be (in connection with his regular pastoral work) to collect the 
educational statistics of the Conference for tne use of the Confei'ence and of 
the General Secretary; to receive from the pastors of the various charges 
names of the young people who should attend our colleges, and to furnish the 
same to the proper officials of these institutions; to receive from the General 
Secretary literature and other information for the use of the pastors within 
the Conference, and to do such other work as he may deem advisable for the 
carrying out of the general plan of the Church within the limits of the Con- 
ference. 

2. That in each presiding elder’s district there be formed a District Board 
of Education, to consist of eight members — four preachers and four laymen — 
from the district, who shall be appointed by the presiding elder, and to whom 
shall be referred all matters pertaining to the organization, change, etc., of 
the schools within the district: and that the Ti-easurer of the Annual Confer- 
ence shall pay out of the educational funds accruing to the Conference, the 
traveling expenses of the members ©f these committees to all regular and call 
ed meetings. 

3. That in each pastoral charge there shall be a local educational com- 
mittee of three to be chosen by the pastor from the members of the Quarterly 
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Conference, and who shall attend to the educational matters of the Conference, 
bring the charge into relation with the educational work of the Church, assist 
the Conference Secretary in procuring the names of young people needing an 
education, and co-operate with the Sunday School Committee in arranging lo- 
cal programme and other matters for Children’s Day exercises. 

1. We recommend the appointment of Rev. J. B. Stevenson secretary of 
Education by the presiding Bishop whose duties shall be those stipulated in 
Section 1. of the above report. 

2. We recommend the assessment of two hundred and forty (§240.00) dollars 

upon the Conference for general Educational purposes — one hundred forty 
(§140.00) dollars for the Gen’l Board and one hundred (§100.00) dollars for 
Payne and Lane — the same to be apportioned as follows: Helena District. 

§57.60: Jonesboro District. §52.80; Searcy District, §52.80; Newport District. 
§43.30; Batesville District. §33.60. 

3. We recommend a more general observance of Children’s Day. 

Raised for educational purposes: Rec’d on assessment. §314.72; rec’d on 

Children's Day fund. §54.00. Total, §368.72. Paid G. W. Hill from assess- 
ment fund. §245 88; Paid G. W. Hill from Children’s Day funds, §42.00. To- 
tal, §287.88; paid Dr. R. J. Bigham from assessment fund, §68.84: paid Dr. R. 
J. Bigham from Children’s Day fund, §12.00; total. §80.84.

Report No. 2. 

Galloway College continues to grow in the confidence and love of the 
people. The enrollment for the scholastic term ending June. 3rd, 1895, was 
190 boarders besides a good local patronage. 

The health was good. The Christian sentiment of the College is excellent. 
Earnest and constant efforts are put forth to lead the girls to a saving knowl- 
edge of the Lord Jesus Christ. It is the exception for a girl to reach the 
day of her graduation without first having reached the day of her salvation. 
It is the aim of the school to give to the homes and the church an educated 
Christian womanhood. 

The present session opened auspiciously. The enrollment is good. 

At the urgent request of the president the Board visited the College in 
person and made inspection of the various apartments and departments and 
of the work being done. 

From the first to the fourth floors the various apartments and depart- 
ments are well furnished, neat, attractive, cleanly. The table service is 
good and the fare wholesome. 

The faculty seem to be conversant with the latest and best methods of 
educational work, and the classes give evidence of thorough and systematic 
training. In a word, the work in the several departments is of a high grade 
and eminently satisfactory. 

1. We recommend the immediate payment of the subscriptions to the 
College.

2. We recommend the re-appointment of Rev. John H. Dye. D. D. to the 
presidency of Galloway College. 

3. We recommend the re-appointment of Rev. Sidney H. Babcock to the 
presidency of Searcy College. 

• HENDRIX COLLEGE. 

This school has had unusual prosperitity during the year past. The en- 
rollment for the scholastic term ending June 19th, was 156, eleven more than 
the year preceding. Of these. 120 were non-residents, representing the 
states of Ark., (45 counties). Miss., Mo., Tenn., Va., and the Indian Territory 
and Japan. 

The health record was good. While there was a large number of relig* 
ious students and much good work was done, still the number of conversions 
was small. 

It is with pleasure that we report the sailing of two of its graduates. 
Rev. and Mrs. O. E. Goddard, as missionaries to China. These two truly 
noble and thoroughly consecrated are the “first fruits” of the missionary zeal 
of the College. 

The new faculty worked well and gave satisfaction. The increasing de- 
mands of the College, however, made it necessary to add another teacher. 
Accordingly Prof. G. T. Rowe of Trinity College. N. C., was elected and has 
entered upon his duties. 

The present session begins well. There is a larger increase in the num- 
ber of real college students, nearly half being in colleviate classes. 

The greatest hinderance to continued success is the growing debt. This 
should be and must be met. 

On call of the Agent, Rev. G. W. Hill, who is untiring in his efforts, most 
of the Presiding Elders of the three Conferences and two Presidents of Boards 
of Education met at Conway to devise plans for relief. 

After full and free discussion of the out-standing indebtedness of the Insti- 
tution it was agreed to distribute the same among the several Districts up- 
on the basis of the preachers salaries, as follows: Helena District, $1835.00; 
Searcy District, $1325.00; Jonesboro District, $1725.00; Newport District, 
$1200.00; Batesvilie District, $925.00; with the understanding that the subscrip- 
tions already taken in any district shall be credited to that district when 
paid . 

1. We your board recommend the ratification of this plan by this Confer- 
ence and that an earnest effort be made to raise said amounts not later than 
April 1st 1896. 

2. We recommend that the trustees of Hendrix College shall not for any 
purpose whatever, again mortgage the College when the present debt has 
been removed. 

3. We recommend the ie-electfon of A. L. Malone, trustee of Hendrix 
College, also the election of Dr. R. R. James (Cotton Plant) trustee of Hen- 
drix College instead of H. N. Word, resigned. 

4. We recommend the appointmedt of S. L. Cochran and R. R. James 
visiting committee to Hendrix College. 



5. We recommend tha appointment of Rev. A. E. Holloway, student to 
Hendrix College. 

6. We recommend the assessment of live hundred ($500.00) dollars upon the 
Conference for educational work — the same to be apportioned as follows: 
Helena District, $1*21.00; Jonesboro District, $108.00; Searcy District, $108.00; 
Newport District, $9*2.00; Batesville District, $70.00. 

7^ We recommend to the pastors more diligence in their efforts to raise 
the assessments for education. 

8. We recommend the re-election of Rev. M. M. Smith as a member of the 
Board of Control of the Preachers Institute. 



REPORT ON THE SPIRITUAL, STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

We your committee would submit the following report: 

From the facts gleaned from the reports of the Presiding Elders and Pas- 
tors. we rejoice to state that there has been great spiritual progress along all 
the lines of church work. Both the ministry and laity seem more deeply 
consecrated and fixed in their purpose to fill the God-given mission of Method- 
ism. to spread scriptural holiness over the land. 

While the victories of the cross have not been so marked by great in- 
gatherings iuto the fold of Christ as in previous yours. yet the triumphs of 
saving grace, in quickening and uplifting the Church ai*e signal and we have rea- 
son to believe from reports that there are more family altars in the bounds of 
our Conference than ever before. 

We regret to see some lack in missionary zeal among our people. The 
revival spirit is essentially a missionary spirit, and we believe that our 
Church will never enjoy the fullness of the blessing’s of God until we meet our 
full obligations to the heathen. 

We regret the growing tendency among both the ministry and laity of our 
Church to depend upon evangelists for help in revival meetings. We fear 
that this movement will result in a barren ministry, the weakening of the in- 
fluence of the pastor and open the way for the promulgation of strange and 
hurtful doctrine by irresponsible men. 

We rejoice to note the great work done by the Sunday Schools and Ep- 
worth Leagues among our young people, also by our prayer meetings among 
all classes. 

Therefore, resolved. That we give more prayerful thought to the cause o* 
missions and emphasize the great need of the Holy Ghost in all our meetings 
as essential agent to the acceptable and successful work of the Church in 
all its departments.

Again, too much red ink is used and the index to items of business is not of 
uniform color and arrangement. 

The Jonesboro District Record is a model of neatness, and, barring a few 
inadvertant errors, erasures, interlineations, etc., is to be commended. 

The Batesville District Record is recorded by two different persons, which 
affects the appearance of the Record seriously. Also it has the reports bf 
the several committees in an appendix which ought never to be done. The 
reports of committees ought to be • ecorded in the body of the minutes of the 
respective days on which tlK~ ere submitted. It also contains some er- 
rors in paragraphing. A. .an, the date is at the head of only the first day’s 
session. Each page should bear the date, to facilitate reference to the specials 
it contains. Lastly, the roll is badly formed. 

The Searcy District Record is full of errors and defects. First, many 
errors of orthography, punctuation and arrangement are found. 
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Second, it is improperly paragraphed throughout. 

Third, instead of copying several resolutions, etc., the secretary has past- 
ed in the Record clippings from the Arkansas Methodist’s account of the Dis- 
trict Conference. It also has pasted in a newspaper clipping from the Pre- 
siding Elder to the Arkansas Methodist, in reference to the work on the Dis- 
trict, but this is no part whatever of the District Conference proceedings, and 
is at once out of place and an error in neatness.

REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON EPWOKTH LEAGUES. 

To the President and Members of the White River Annual Conference. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: Your Epwortli League Board beg leave 

to submit the following report: 

The figures show an increase of 9 chapters and 314 members over last year. 
While this shows progress, it is not at all commensurate with our opportuni- 
ty. Your Board believes that when properly informed and enthused upon 
this great movement, our people, young and old, will be found ready to take 
up the work and prove that it is a right arm of power to any pastor who will 
put forth his energies to make it such. 

We would call attention to the fact that the General Conference has made 
the Epworth League “an institutiou of the Church.” as much as the Sunday 
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School, hence the duty to take hold of it is imperative, not optional. We 
are to organize Sunday Schools when we can get as many as ten persons to- 
gether who will join in the work. So we ought to organize Leagues where 
we can get even a smaller number. We believe from experience that it is 
better to start with a few who are thoroughly willing to undertake the work 
than with a larger number, but without experience or special fitness for the 
work. Again, we suggest that it is not best to wait until we can carry on 
all the departments before we organize, but if we can succeed in only one de- 
partment. go forward with it. We would emphasize the devotional depart- 
ment. feeling that if our young people are truly religious, they will readily 
move on to the charity and help departments. Also that a desire to become 
intelligent Christians will lead them under the skillful direction of a pastor 
who will look well after it, to take up the literary work. 

We would urge that where Leagues do not have access to the reading 
course or other books, that they at least be directed to the use of those which 
are most important cf all — the Bible and Discipline. While we would not 
in any sense reflect upon our faithful pastors, still we wish to urge them to 
own, read and digest the reading course, the Epworth Era and other League 
literature now so prominent before the Church. We so urge because we 
find that some of our preachers do not read the Era and are not conversant 
with the Constitution and By-laws, although they can be had at will. It is 
a potent fact to us all that we can not turn on the light unless we ourselves 
are in possession of it. Let every pastor make an intelligent and prayerful 
effort to organize a League wherever it is at all practicable, whereupon we 
believe success will follow the effort. May we not hope that our Confer- 
ence will make a solid advance in the next six months and be able to take high 
rank in our State Conference next summer.

Dear Brethren: After a careful survey of the field, your Sunday 

School Board regret to report a decrease in number of schools and scholars. 
We think, however, this is owing to some errors in last year’s figures. Dr. 
Kirkland informs us that we had an increase of more than 35.000 scholars in 
the entire Church in 1894: may we not double this in the next year. We 
would be glad to see our Sunday School roll equal our Church roll in num- 
bers. We would urge all our pastors and Sunday School superintendents to 
read, study and act on ^ 238, of the Discipline. 

It is indeed gratifying to know that our own good, pure literature is 
growing in favor and is being more generally used among us than ever before. 







Our schools and children must have nothing but the very best literature, and 
we believe our efficient Sunday School editor. Dr, Kirkland, is furnishing just 
the kind needed, and if properly used will digest better than any other cook 
can prepare. 

Children’s Day was observed but not as generally as it ought to have 
been. Some of our leading and strong financial charges report nothing to 
this Board. We learn that the collection taken on Children’s Day in some 
charges and reported as such to the statistical secretary was appropriated to 
other objects instead of the legitimate purposes it was intended for. hence the 
Treasurer’s report an! Statistical Secretary’s report will not correspond. 
The figures as your Board have them are as follows: Received as Children’s 

Day collection £120.85*. ten p<*r cent of this has been paid to tne Board of Edu- 
cation, ten percent forwarded to the General Sunday School Board, £12.00 
has been paid out to needy schools, the balance bus been equally divided be- 
tween Genei’al Sunday School Board and the Board of Education.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MEMOIRS. 

We, your Committee on Memoirs, would submit the following* report: 

Rev. Wilbur L. King, son of Rev. James and Mary King, was born near 
Greensburg, Greene County, Ky., Oct. 7th, 1S3S; was married to Emma Cole- 
man March 8th, 1859. He professed religion in early life and joined the M. 
E. Church, South, at Blue Spring- Grove, Barren county, Ky. He was li- 
censed to preach by Zechariah Taylor of the Louisville Conference in 1859, and 
joined the Louisville Conference the same year and was appointed to the 
Tompkinsville circuit, Bishop McTyeire ordained him deacon Oct. 4 1868; 
in 1870 he was ordained eldev by Bishop Paine. In 1874 he was transferred 
to the Southwest Missouri Conference; in 1888 he transferred to the White 
River Conference and moved to Searcy to educate his children, avid with the 
hope of regaining liis health which had been feeble for several years from the 
effects of indigestion. For a time his health improved and gave hope of 
permanent restoration. But alas! how soon our hopes are blasted by the 
unseen foe! It soon became evident that he was a victim of that insatiable 
monster, dyspepsia, to -whose relentless grasp that once sti'oug, physical man- 
hood gradually succumbed, until May 24th, 1895, near Cabot, on his way to 
his last appointment at 7 p. m., with armor on and sword in hand the faithful 
hero fell at the post of duty; fell pressing the foe to the enemy’s gates. Brother 
King was a Christian of sincere and decided character, conscientious and con- 
sistent, and he never minced words or principles. His words had no uncer- 
tain sound. He was a fine preacher, lucid, pointed and forceful. His de- 
nunciations of evil-doing were terrible! He exposed sin with a withering em- 
phasis which sometimes made the sinner tremble and cry for mercy. His 
presentation of the character of Christ was earnest, tender and pathetic. 
He was an uncompromising advocate of holiness, and illustrated the doctrine 
with the example of his own life. He filled good appointments, did good 
work and was acceptable. He was more than an ordinary pastor, and in 
this field of labor he delighted until the last day of his life. He was the 
father of ten children, three of whom preceded him to the heavenly mansion. 
A wife and seven children survive him, but they sorrow not as others who 
have no hope. 

Soldier of Christ, well done! 

Praise be thy new employ. 

And while eternal ages run. 

Rest in thy Savior’s joy. 

Rev. John W. Patton, son of Thomas and Louisa J. Patton, was born in 
Tennessee. March 29, 1839, emigrated to Arkansas with his parents when a 
boy, and was reared principally in White county. He was licensed to 
preach in 1861, and joined the Arkansas Conference in 1862. He located, 
then joined the White River Conference in 1890. He died in Woodruff coun- 
ty, Arkansas, Oct. 16, 1895. He was twice married, the last time to Sallie 
Morris, of Lawrence county, 187». He was a member of the Odd Fellows 
and Masonic Fraternities. The great question, “In whom do ye put your 
trust,” he answered as David and all true men of all ages and of all climes an- 
swer. "In God.” To know him was to love him. He drew you to him. 
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Tender and delicate as a woman with all her wealth of affection, he was a 
hero in the battle of life; he feared not the face of man. We judge he was 
of Scotch-Irish descent — the blood of a freeman flowed in his veins. He 
was a good strong preacher. He loved his people and they loved him. As 
a husband and father, oh how faithful, true and tender the good wife and 
three children can tell. His end was peace. Having suffered much during 
the summer, his friends were not greatly surprised when the end came. 

“The place where the good man meets his fate. 

Is blessed beyond the common walks of men.” 

Some time during his- sickness his wife heard him say, “It is finished,” 
and looking out through the window as the sunshine was lengthening through 
the glass and making the earth glad, he said, “There shines one eternal day.” 

He is not with us in his physical body, he may be in his spiritual body, 
“for there is a natural body and there is a spiritual body.” We sometimes 
say when the good and wise leave us, earth is poorer and heaven is richer. 
Let us rather say. both earth and heaven are richer. 

One family, we dwell in him. 

One army of the living God. 

His wife and children are a part of our heritage, and may the great Father 
bless, preserve and keep them unto everlasting life. 

Dudley Williams Reid was born in Independence county. Arkansas. De- 
cember 27, 1847. His parents were John H. and Sarah Reid. Bro. Reid 
was married to Miss Harriet Parsons December 16, 1869. Was licensed to 
preach August 14, 1857: joined the White River Conference in 1869; located in 
1871. and joined again in 1885, retaining his- 'membership and giving himself 
actively and exclusively to the work of the itinerancy until October 19, 1885, 
when at 6:15 p. m., from the parsonage at Clarendon, a new and commodious 
building, which had been built under his ministry, and much of the work done 
with his own hands, he passed to his everlasting reward in heaven. 

Bro. Reid’s last illness was of but five days duration, but his suffering 
was intense at times. However, he bore it with fortitude and Christian 
resignation. Malarial hematuria was the trouble. 

On Sunday before his death the next Saturday, he tilled his pulpit morn- 
ing and night, and addressed the Missionary (Woman’s) Society in the after- 
noon. Spoke to Sister Reid on Sunday afternoon about how he felt bur- 
dened with the night’s service — how natural that the Lord should fill a man’s 
heart with the burden of his message when it was the last, and when it was 
His purpose that His servant should spend the next Sunday in the climes of 
eternal glory. 

Bro. Reid felt conscious from the first that his sickness was unto death, 
hence the first day of his illness he called his oldest son, Bish, to his side and 
gave him an account of all his ctffairs. He had the pleasure of dying at 
home in the bosom of his family — wife and nine children, and with fatherly 
sympathy and deep solicitude he delivered to them individually his dying 
benediction, and he and his wife agreed upon a name for the babe, which had 
not yet been named, and he then passod away from earth, his family and his 
last charge. The good people of Clarendon. whose pastor he was. were as 
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kind us they could be, and gave all possible assistance, and felt the loss as 
though a brother or father had gone. 

His funeral service was conducted by his Presiding Elder. Brother M. M. 
Smith, assisted by Brother Anthon T. Ramsey. At the close of the service 
at the Church the Masons took charge of the remains and buried him accord- 
ing to the ceremonies of their order. Bro. Reid was a good man, a kind 
and indulgent father, au affectionate and faithful husband, a true friend in 
whom you could confide and upon whom you could rely.
